It was of noble proportions at the 
middle of the last century and produc- 
ed siu h a magiiificent display of blos- 
soms that in tlie flowering season Vis- 
count Maynard, I.ady Warwick’s 
ginndfatlMM’, nsetl to make a special

A Beautiful Mausoleum Being 
Erected In Paris Cemetery. 

Mrs. Anna E. Massie is having a 
beautiful mausoleum erected on the 
Massie lot in the Paris cemetery. The 
handsome sarcophagus is being con- 
structed by Muldoon, of^ Louisville, 
and will be completed in about three 
weeks. 

The foundation is of concrete six 
feet deep, fifteeh feet and four inches 
long by nine feet two inches in length. 

It will be built of Bedford, Indiana, 
stone, the interior finished in Italian 
marble while the vestibule^will ^have a 
mosaic floor. 

The structure will be twelve feet 
high, the entrance facing the South.
